An access road into the Lowell Junction 
Industrial area from Route 93 got a boost 
from the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
and Gov.

Dean Ammedon, state public works 
commissioner said Wednesday that he had 
talked with Charlotte Martellini, a 
chamber vice president on the matter and 
given a progress report. 

Ammedon said that the entire length of 
Route 93, from Route 128 to the New 
Hampshire line is under study. A joint 
transportation study has been initiated, 
Ammedon said working with regional 
planning commissions serving the area. 
He said he anticipates the study to be com- 
pleted within a six-month period, which is 
an exceptional time frame, and with the

Retiring To Her Books

Ansi DeCesare isn’t happy unless she 
has at least five books going at the same 
time, so somehow it’s fitting that the 
whole West Jr. High media center has 
been renamed in her honor. 

That change was made recently, upon 
request of her fellow pedagogues at West, 
who also contributed a set of en- 
cyclopedias in her name. 

Mrs. DeCesare is retiring tomorrow 
after 34 years in Andover junior highs, 
many of them as English department 
head, passing on to pupils her own love of 
reading.

DeCesare, a native of Hudson, came to 
‘Andover to teach junior high English. ‘‘I 
was bored with high school,’’ she says, 

“and felt junior high would be more 
stimulating.” 

She taught at the one ‘‘downtown’’ 
junior high, and then moved out to the new 
West, where she was department head for 
20 years until she was out ill a couple of 
years ago. 

She recalls the early days when extra- 
curricular duties were part. of what a 
teacher was expected to do, and says she 
instructed tennis, sponsored a horseback 
riding club, and coached basketball.

tne school committee Tuesday night 
voted to pass along four grade alternative 
plans — the 5-3-4, 6-3-3, 4-4-4 and 6-2-4 — to 
the building committee for consideration 
in overall building plans. 

They did, however, make sure that 
building committee representative 
Virginia Cole got the message that they 
would only support the 4-4-4 if they knew 
the fifth graders would be physically 
separated from the more mature eighth 
graders, and that they still feel a two-year 
middle school doesn’t allow the pupils suf- 
ficient time for adjustment. 

School chairman Elaine Viehmann said 
that in the past week, people have general- 
ly expressed to her negative feelings about 
4-4-4, and some positive interest in 5-3-4, 
should the present 6-3-3 be abandoned. 
Committeeman Joseph Finn’s con- 
stituents pretty much echoed those sen- 
timents. 

Mrs. Viehmann said she felt the 4-4-4 
would work only if ‘‘separation and in- 
sulation’’ were provided to ‘‘protect the 
young students from the older element’’ in

“understandable concern’”’ on the part of 
parents, but said that concern often dis- 
appears once the arrangement is com- 
pleted. 

While not advocating the 4-4-4 plan, he 
urged the committee not to drop it at this 
point as an alternative. 


Theresa’ Reichert of Cheever Circle 
spoke out in favor of the present 6-3-3 plan. 
Maintaining that her youngsters have 
benefited socially and emotionally by be- 
ing in the ninth grade in junior high, while 
Kathleen Scanlon, a parent and teacher, 
saw the advantages of moving the ninth 
grade out of the junior high. She said those 
youngsters are physically and mentally 
more mature than the seventh and eighth 
graders, and that she could envision 
solidarity building between ninth graders 
and sophomores in high school. The latter 
are now alone, she said, against the upper 
classmen. 


At the same time, Mrs. Scanlon said she : 
could see the sixth grade being moved up © 


to the middle school, because she often 
felt the sixth grade was a waste. 

‘“‘As parent and educator,’’ she said she 
was ‘‘very excited’’ about those 
possibilities. 

Elaine Perry, representative from the 
high school, said that in either a 5-5-4 or 5- 
3-4 situation, there has to be a true middle 
school, not a junior high. 

That would require staff re-training, 
which would be considered as a disadvan- 
tage because of financial implications, 
said Mrs. Viehmann, ‘“‘but I see it as an ad- 
vantage.”

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‘Minimum Wage Appeal 


Andover’s school aides appealed to the 
school committee Tuesday night to pull all 
their members up above minimum wage, 
but to no avail. 

The committee indicated they would 
stick by their recent decision to cut aide 
hours back by 10 percent across the board 
next year, in the interest of economy, and 
would abide by the most recent negotiated 
salaries. 

Business Manager Ed Maguire said the 
starting aide salary this year is $2.54 and 
hour and next year will be $2.73. Federal 
minimum wage is $2.90 this year and $3.15 
next year. 

Unfortunately, Maguire said, the 
minimum wage is increasing faster than 
the step increases in the aide contract. 


Representing the Andover Aide Associa- 
tion, Theresa McAnally, instructional aide 
at Sanborn School, said the group voted 
unanimously last week to ask the com- 
mittee to bring all aides up to the federal 
minimum wage. 

She said some 20 percent of the aides 
earn less than the $2.90 minimum and that 
they are the only town employees below 
that standard. 

Town meeting was presented with a 
$63,000 budget item earmarked to help 
correct the inequities, she said, and asked, 
‘‘Are plans being made to bring them up to 
minimum wage?”’ 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann said 
that a percent case upheld the practice of 
exempting public employees from the 
federal minimum. Communities do not 
have to pay $2.90 an hour for their 
employees, she said, and added that food 
service workers here also earn less than 
that amount. 

She said the $63,000 was included in the 
school’s 8.3 percent budget, but not in the 
5.3 percent budget they were finally voted 
by town meeting. 

She said there will be a 10 percent 
decrease in aide hours next year, and that 
the salary schedule will remain the same 
as the negotiated contract. 


Maguire said yesterday he hopes to take 
care of the loss in aide time through attri- 
tion. Unfortunately, he said. they have to

to tolerate ‘‘the possession, use, sale or 
transfer of drugs in our schools,”’ and that 
“‘we consider each instance to be a serious 
one.” 

He proposed ‘immediate expulsion,” 
rather than suspension as the penalty for a 
violation, with law enforcement officers 
to be notified immediately. 

Expulsion can be made only by the 
school committee, after a hearing of the 
parents and students involved. The ad- 
ministration can suspend pupils for up to 
10 days. 

Seifert noted that school expulsion and 
court action are two entirely different cir- 
cumstances, even though they may relate 
to the same incident. Someone could be 
expelled from school for breaking a rule of 
the school, he said, even if he hadn’t 
broken a law. 


Commerce, also addressed the meeting on 
the optimistic industrial outlook in the 
general area and in Andover particularly 
with the new industrial neighbors which 
have come to the town within the past few 
years.

Forty 
foundation grants totalling $1.7 million 
and 27 gifts from local and national cor- 
porations have been received. Grass roots 
support, including annual giving, from all 
other alumni and parents has totalled $7.6 
million. 

The Andover Campaign was launched in 
May, 1976, primarily to increase the 
Academy’s endowment — for student 
scholarships and faculty salaries, for un- 
restricted support of the residential 
academic program and for an educational 
venture fund.

Mrs. Scholtz 
ran the nurse’s office when the nurse was 
away, answered phones and left messages 
for teachers and students, dispensed lunch 
money to students who forgot theirs and 
was the first to face those students who 
received that most feared punishment — 
being sent to the principal’s office.

The school committee Tuesday night 
gave the administration the go ahead to 
study bus route changes that could reduce 
mileage and therefore the budget, but also 
some of the ‘‘door to door’ service that 
has been the tradition here. 

The administration will return with 
proposals later in the summer, in time for 
parents to be notified of any changes 
before school starts in September. 

As in the past, and by state law, all 
children who live more than two miles 
from school would be bused, and no one 
would walk more than a mile to a bus stop. 

Under the new guidelines, however, 
youngsters in fourth grade and up could 
get more exercise. 

Youngsters in kindergarten through 
third grade would be bused at the present 
limits — if they live more than a mile 
from school — but fourth through sixth 
graders wouldn’t be bused unless a poten- 
tial safety hazard existed. 

Kindergarten busing will remain as it is 
now and secondary pupils would be re- 
quired to walk up to the two-mile state 
limit. 

According to Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert, 


Chongris Gravel Pit 
Decision Is Delayed 


Selectmen held public hearings on two 
gravel removal permits Monday night, ap- 
proving one permit and taking no action on 
the other. 

John Deloury had his permit approved 
by selectmen and can operate his gravel 
pit in the Fosters Pond area 30 days after 
the state Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) approves 
the conditions of the permit. Appeals can 
be made during the 30-day period. 

George Chongris, seeking a new permit 
to remove gravel from his property off 
Blanchard Street, has to wait for the 
selectmen to review the particulars of his 
request. 

Deloury, in his efforts to win a permit, 
has been opposed by Fosters Pond 
residents. They have appealed to the 
DEQE, but have been unable to stop the 
project. 


The last sticking point was whether the 
board of selectmen would allow Deloury 
not to fertilize part of the gravel pit site 
when he is done digging there. The portion 
not to be fertilized is within a 400-foot 
radius of a North Reading water well, 
which would be polluted if the area were 
fertilized. 

Selectmen voted to waive the require- 
ment that Deloury fertilize that part of the 
sit: within 400 feet of the well. He must, 
however, plant vegetation there which is 
comparable to that on therremainingfern~ 


tilized portion of the site. 

Chongris was seeking a new permit for a 
site which he has partially excavated. The 
town agreed to his removing 150,000 cubic 
yards of sand and gravel in three steps, 
50,000 at a time. 

The first step is completed and Chongris 
said he has removed 50,000 cubic yards, 
but Community Development Director 
Rhys Kear said the town’s estimates are 
near 110,000. 

Chongris has dug a pond on the site 
which at some points is about 20 feet below 
the water table, Kear said Tuesday. Kear 
and Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark now 
want the pond filled in. 

John Ford, attorney for Chongris, said 
the digging of a pond for drainage was part 
of the agreement Chongris made with the 
town, though no mention of it is made on 
the permit. 

Ford said Dina Hammond, staff 
member of the community development 
department and a representative of the 
DEQE told Chongris to enlarge the small 
flood-control pond he had dug on the site. 
Chongris complied. 

Kear said it was not within the authority 
of Hammond to order the enlargement of 
the pond. She did so, Kear said, to make 
the pond more useful when Chongris 
donates three and a, half acres of the 
gravel pit to the town as he has agreed to 
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Bus 


there would be no limit on the numbers of 
pupils picked up at a single stop and buses 
wouldn’t sidetrack into a cul-de-sac or 
development unless necessary for the 
safety of the youngsters. This is a signifi- 
cant change, he said, from a convenience 
Andover has offered for a number of 
years. However, he also noted there can- 
not be 100 percent consistency in routes in 
a town that’s one of the largest in the state 
in area. 

Secondary bus routes would not start 
any earlier than 6:45 a.m. and elementary, 
no earlier than 7:50 a.m., Seifert said, 
“with great reluctance.’ Even those 
hours, he said, are ‘‘very early,’’ and 
noted that in Andover, as in most school 
systems, the bus routes determine the 
school day. 

Another major change is that each bus 
could contain up to 25 percent standing 
riders. 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann 
noted that pupils are allowed to stand in 
this state by law, but that a previous 
school committee had voted that there 
would be no standees. 

She added, however, that it should be 
clearly stated in the bus drivers’ manual 
that they have to pause long enough for the 
riders to get settled. 

Potential safety hazards, that could 
affect the proposed regulations are con- 
sidered ‘‘gray’’ areas because of their 
many variables, including traffic conges- 
tion, industrial shift changes, steep hills, 
dangerous approaches to intersections, 
railroad crossings, narrow bridges, sharp 
curves, crowns of hills, obstruction of 
visibility, lack of sidewalks, high accident 
rate areas and main highways.

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WASHINGTON -- Since 
the first of the year, gaso- 
line prices have been 
climbing steadily. The oil 
companies are now close to 
their goal of $1 per gallon 
and, in some places, the 
price has already passed 
the dollar mark. 

Now the oil firms have a 
new goal. The oil men are 
talking privately of driving 
the price up to $2 a gallon. 
They have watched the 
scramble for gas in Cali- 
fornia and they believe 
most Americans will pay 
$2 a gallon to keep their 
tanks filled. 

We have no evidence of a 
conspiracy to force up 
prices. But we have talked 
privately to oil men. We 
promised not to identify 
them; in return, they 
agreed to speak frankly. 

There has been quiet talk 
in the boardrooms of $2-a- 
gallon gasoline. The oil 
executives believe they 
can get at least this much, 
perhaps more, for gas at 
the pump. 


The oil companies like to 
blame OPEC, the oil car- 
tel, for the gasoline short- 
age. And it is true that 
OPEC has been holding 
down production. 


But the giant oil con- 
glomerates handle the dis- 
tribution and they can ma- 
nipulate it to create short- 
ages and drive up prices. 
For example, the oil com- 
panies are now selling 
more oil to Europe, where 
the prices are high, and 
less to the United States, 
where the prices are lower. 

The oil companies can 
also regulate the crude oil

production from their 
wells in the United States. 
The oil men admitted to us 
that some companies are 
holding down production 
until the price is right. 

Finally, the oil firms can 
adjust the refinery output. 
They can determine how 
much crude to convert into 
gasoline. The oil men ad- 
mitted that all these tech- 
niques are being used to 
control the flow of gasoline 
to the pumps. It is likely, 
therefore, that they will 
succeed in pushing gas 
prices up to $2 per gallon. 

Meanwhile, some high- 
level White House aides 
have been grumbling pri- 
vately that Energy Secre- 
tary James Schlesinger — 
who believes the soaring 
oil prices are perfectly rea- 
sonable — is a_ political 
liability. One of his chief 
critics is the domestic pol- 
icy chief, Stuart Eizenstat. 

Schlesinger, in turn, has 
a low opinion of the White 
House staff. He has com- 
plained quietly about what 
he considers inferior White 
House staff work. 

The decision whether to 
keep Schlesinger on, of 
course, will be up to the 
president. Jimmy Carter 
admires Schlesinger’s cool 
intellect. But the president 
listens carefully to his top 
political adviser, Hamilton 
Jordan. 

In public, Jordan has 
strongly supported the en- 
ergy chief. But not long 
ago, a Washington attor- 
ney approached Jordan in 
a downtown Washington 
bar and asked why the 
president didn’t fire 
Schlesinger.

Outstanding pitching efforts by 
righthanders Jon Pelletier and Glen McIn- 
tyre got the Andover Babe Ruth 13-15 year 
old baseball team off to an auspicious 
start in the Greater-Lawrence League.

He said police were at the site Friday 
and Saturday nights and that a patrol team 
was broken up to post an officer near the 
pond in an unmarked car. 

Residents of the area said carloads of 
“high school and college kids’’ frequent 
the site. 

Judith Sleath, 84 Blanchard St., said, 
‘‘We have not been able to sleep every

She said the students, when they are 
chased out, wait for the police to leave, 
then return.
